In 1947 the Company again re- 
presented to Government that the 
rates and charges were insufi- 
clent, and submitted accounts in 
support of their representation.

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EIGHTH DOMINION 
With the weight of other 
matter§ on their shoulders, 
it is unknown whether the 
Cemmonwealth prime minis- 
ters meeting in London to- 
day will concern themselves 
with the thorny problem of 
the suggested eighth do- 
minion in Africa~—an amal- 
gamation of Northern 
Rhodesia, Southern Rhodesia 
and Nyasaland. Yet this 
could be one of the greatest 
factors in strengthening what 
our critics call the disinte- 
prating British Empire. 

Latest reports are that the 
senior legislative members of 
the three colonies are about 
to prepare, with the help of 
an expert committee, a draft 
constitution. British —sub- 
jects all over the world are 
watching the new moves 
with keen interest, and the 
time has come for the 
Colonial Office to let those 
concerned know where they 
stand.

BRADMAN SPEAKS OUT 


Test Match Strategy 


Are Test games cricket? Do 
they differ from othor cricket in 
mental or sporting putlook? Is 
the “needle” In Anglo-Australian 
Tests good or bad for the game? 

‘These questions have been put 
to me by many people. Now I 

n reply. 
ae have’ been called a ruthless 
captain—aond other names—but 
my attitude to Test cricket Is no 
different from that In any other 
competitive — branch of the 
game, except in so for as It has 
acknowledged the greater [mpor- 
tance of these contests. ° 

A Test is international cricket 
in its Sts highest form and ‘the 
Importance of the occnsion must 
be -recognised. Moreover, a5 
there are five Tests in the bat- 
tle for the Ashcs, I have always 
based my strategy on the series. 

The five results count In the 
endnot the single game. 1 play 
for the “rubber,” though there 
are people who disagree with my 
point of view. 

I also believe the “needle,” a5 
they call It, to be a good thing. 
But the word must not be mis- 
understood. 

It means that there is keenness 
und enthusiasm for these Tests 
far exceeding that for internation- 
al matches with other countries. 
Australian regards England aos the 
only country which stands an 
even-money chance of beating 
her. No other country has con- 
sistently challenged us. 

Although South Africa, India, 
and the West7 Indies have had 
great individual stars, thelr: teams 
are not rated, so far, in the same 
class. 

So when we play the Engllsh- 
men, even if their side is tem- 
porarily weak, the occasion is re- 
garded as paramount In cricket. 

It puts a point to things, and 1 
like it. So does the public in 
England and in Australla. On 
the ficld it was still there In 
1948, but there was no ill-feeling. 

It has been said that in our 
Tests with England I have pushed 
things harder from every angle 
than in other games. I do not 
agree. 

‘True, as captuin or player. I 
have not taken -quite the game 
risks in Tests as in other cricket. 
In any case it would be difficult 
to do so. The standard of the 
opposition is so much higher. 

There have been complaints 
that keenness and tension have 
Jed to slow play. Certainly Eng- 
land batted 10 hours for 356 at 
Brisbane during D. R_ Jardine’s 
1933 tour, but it was exceptional- 
ly hot. And it fs frue that we 
had a slow day during our open- 
Ing innings at Nottingham. thts 
year,, but only because the Eng- 
lishmen bowled negatively to ao 
defensive field. 


We Do Not Play Slow 
Cricket On Purpose 


I have always argued that Aus- 
tralia has set an example by her 
attempts to score as fast as pos- 
sible. It Is quite untrue to sa; 
that our batsmen” sre slow and 
do not try to make the game at- 
tractive. To mention two out- 
standing examples in my time: 

In the 1930 Test at Lord's Eng- 
land scored 425 in the first In- 
nin good star! in a game 
limited to four days. We did-nvt 
bat until noon on the second day, 
put by 6.30 p.m. we had scored 
404 for two wickets In 5% hours. 
Good going. 

At Leeds this year, when we 
chased Englond’s 498, Harvey ran 
up a rapid hundred, though It 
was his first Test innings .-in 
England, and Loxton hit five over 
the fence. 

Incidentally, my own 334 at 
Leeds in the 1930 Test was scored 
jn 6% hours, 2 

Speaking gencrally, it Is always 
the Australian batsmen who score 
at the faster pace, though. few 
British writers have recognised 


it, : ; 
‘This was so even when Tests 
were played to a finish. 
The present 30-hour Test (five 
days of six hours each In England 
and six days of five hours each in 


Australia) is an experiment, It] 


js a compromise -between Aus- 
tral{a’s contention that’ matches 
should be played to a finish snd 
Englafid’s claim that they should 
be Imited in time. :

So now we have this 30-hour 
compromise, with the fifth game 
played to a finish if necessary. It 
looks Ike being a success, Three 
of five matches were finished in 
Australia in 1946-47 and four of 
Rve In England in 1948. * 

How absurd three-day Tests 
seem now! If the recent matches 
in England had been limited even 
to four dnys, the teams would 
have gone to the Oval with four 
unsatisfactory draws behind 
them, and the jastmatch left to 
decide the “rubber.” 

Captaining a team with an eye 
on the clock does introduce tac- 
thes which are missing In played- 
to-a-finish games. 

Part of a captain's job, of 
course, under any circumstances, 
is to note and attack weak spots 
In the enemy's armour. 

There was an outstanding ex- 
ample of tactics in tackling Wal- 
ter Hammond. On the offside he 
was a marvellous bafsman, but 
on the on-side he lacked the samc 
attacking power. So we attacked 
his Ieg stump. The idea was to 
restrict his scoring range, and 1 
think It was successful. 

The wenkness was cxploited, 
however, by the greatest bowlinx 
combination of its kind we ever 
had—Grimmett and O'Reilly. They 
were able to concentrate on 
given spot with rare accuracy.

Thus, for instance, the 
monopoly firm, California Lands, 
Incorporated, controls 600,000 
acres of land and owns mortgages 
on 7,993 farms with land _total- 
ling over 1,000,000 acres,” Laptev 
wrote.

Many Jews lis- 
tened with horror to his ulter- 
ances, calling him = a_ notoriety 
seeker and describing his synago- 
gue as a “crnzy house’, But a 
host of others looked on his wurk 
with genuine odmiration, 


Ardent Zionist 


He became an ardent 
Zionist and was a member of 
the movement that followed 
the wreating of Palestine from 
the Turks during the first wortd 
war. 

More recently he urgued for 
Jewlsh army in Palestine and 
led countless United States fund- 
ralsing drives to support it. 

Dr. Wise broke away from the 
American Zionlst Organisation tn 
vanuary 1947, According to re- 
ports he took this step after dis- 
agreements with Rabbi Silver, 
head of the Organisation, Dr. 
Wisc had sided with. the parti- 
tonists on the solution of the 
Palestine problem, Rabbi Silver 
led the opposttion.

tonight at Lenox HILL Hospital,
